CANADIAN TARIFF. 
REPORT UPON THE HURD BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasnHinoron, April 27.—The report upon the 
Hurd bill, relative to the transportation of mer- 
chandise through Canada, was to-day reported 
by the Sub-Committee to the full Committee on 
Ways and Means. It is rumored that this was 
done without even the formality of being pre- 
viously considered by the Sub-Commitjee, Fer- 
nando Wood, the Chairman of the Sub-Commit- 
tee, having obtained, it is said, the assert of a 
majority of the Sub-Committee to that course. 
Accompanying tiie report is a bill wGich com- 
bines the provisions of the two bills intro- 
duced by Mr. Hurd. After discussing the 
several provision of the Treaty of 
Washington, which are applibable to the 
transportation of goods between the United 
Statesand Canada, Mr. Wood, in his report, says 
that the bill which he recommends affects only 
the right to transport by land carriage goods from 
one part or place in the United States, through 
Canada, to another part or place therein.” 
This, Mr. Wood says, is a mere privilege which 
may be enjoyed by the shipper, of transporting 
by land-carriage from one point in the United 
States to another through the territory of Can- 
ada frodds without the payment of duty.” After 
an argument to prove that 

WITHOUT VIOLATING THE TREATY 

of Washington Congress may prohibit American 


*| shippers from availing themselves of the privi- 


lege granted by the treaty, the report proceeds 
to give the reasons why the privilege should be 
taken away,as the bill proposes. Briefly stated, 
these reasons are as follows: 

Firet—The order issued by the Canadian Gov- 


ernment in 1879, prohibiting the transportation 


of American cattle over and through the terri- 
tory of the Dominion, the report declares, was 
issued at the suggestion of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, and in utter disregard of the rights 
ot American shippers. It was enforced at 
atime when our own roads were engaged 
fn the daily transportation of such cattle, and 
when, indeed, they were compelled to carry 
them. Great loss was sustained by the shippers 
on this account, and those concerned in the cat- 
tle interest have complained very bitterly on 
that account. 

Second—The Canadian railways, if they desixe 
to engage in inter-State commerce, ought to 
submit to the regulatfons which have been or 
may be imposed upon our own roads engaged in 
this traffic. 

Third—The carrying of goods through Can 
from one part of the United States to anothef, 
in sealed cars, offers numerous opportunities for 

VIOLATING THE INTERNAL REVENUE é‘ 
laws. The report says: “Of these opportuni- 
ties smugglers have frequently availed them- 
selves, and many of the worst frauds upon the 
revenue are perpetrated through sealed cars. 
There seems to be no satisfactory way of putting 
an end to these frauds, éxcept through a pro- 


hibition of the transportation through Canada 


in sealed cars. 

Fourth—American railroads, in which immense 
capital is invested, are interested. It is the duty 
of our Government to see that no discrimina- 
tion is exercised against them by a foreign Gov- 
ernment. The Canadian railroads engage 
in competition with our roads for Amer 
ican trade, and receive in their’ efforts 
to secure it all the aid and encouragement that 
the Government can giye them. The report 
criticises the tariff policy of Canada as discrimi- 
nating against the United States. “Its present 
tariff, highiy protective in its character, was 
leveled against the products of the United 
States. And yet, when it touches the 
question of transportation through Canada, it 
provides for the free admission of American 
railroad rolling-stock to carry American goods 
through its territory; protection to build up 
Canadian manufactures, and free trade to build 
up Canadian railways, and both at the

THE DEMOCRATIC QUANDARY. 

H perplexing the Republican situa- 
tion ma; be as to the outcome of the Presi- 
dential contest, itis a bed of roses as yA 
pared with the Democratic quandary. The 
Republicans are merely puzzled to decide 
which is the most advisable of some three 
courses that are open to them, and there is 
already a certain definitness about the re- 
sult. There are those who believe that Gen. 
Grant's nomination is practically assured. 
Others contend that the third-termers will 
not develop the requisit strength to nominate 
their candidate on the first ballot, and that 
a defection will follow which will result in 
the nomination ef Senator Blaine. There is 
a third class consisting of those who think 
that the contest between the ex-President’s 
‘adherents and Senator Blaine’s following 
will be so close that the frlends of both aspi- 
rants will agree to unite upon a third per- 
son. All Republicans —Stalwärts. Conserv- 
atives, and Liberals—are of opinion that, 
in case of a stubborn conflict over the 
two most conspicuous candidates, the prize 
will fall into the hands of Mr. Washburne or 
Senator Edmunds, with the chances largely 
in favor of the former; and there is no dis- 
sent to the prediction that the nomination gf 
either of those two gentlemen will develop 
the full strength and cordial support of the 
rank and file of the party. The result, of 
course, is still doubtful. But on the general 
record of the party every Republican is sat- 
i and all is serene. 

‘he Democrats, on the other hand, are 
sorely perplexed by various circumstances 
which promise to embarrass them no matter 
what the result of their Convention may be. 
There is a general feeling in the party that 
Mr. Tilden has a mortgage on the nomina- 


tion. This produces the same sort of dis- 


comfort which an individual experiences 
who has a debt n over him 
which he w convinced he cannot pay witb- 
out bankrupting himself. Mr. Tilden has 
given no sign that ha intends to relieye the 
Democratic party of the embarrassment of 
his presence. His seizure and management 
of the New York Convention, on the con- 
trary, have indicated his purpose te urge his 
claims to the last, He is reported to have 
more wealth than ever before, and he dem- 
onstrated in 1876 his willingness to employ 
the large cash means at command to secure 
the nomination and assist in his campaign. 
He is not willing to budge, and the Demo- 
crates who are opposed to him seem to be 
powerless to remove him out of the way, not- 
withstanding their numbers and their distri- 
bution over the entire country. They feel 
that they cannot elect Tilden, but their con- 
viction is almost equally strong that they 
cannot elect anybody else without Tilden’s 
active codperation. 

Even if it be conceded that the opposition 
to Tijlen ingide the Democratic party, as- 
sisted by the two-thirds rule which governs 
that party, shall prove adequate to his rejee 
tion, then the Democrats are all at sea. 
They do not seem to be able to get one strong 
man out of a number of commonplace or 
weak men. The aspirants. for the nomina- 
tion are almost as numerous as the party 
itself. The dark horses” include every 
variety of shading, but every one of them 
develops, on examination, some blemish that 
makes him unavailable. Hancock, Who is 
| commended as less open to objection than 
the other candidates who are prominently 
named, will not have his own State to back 
him in any case, and that will be regarded as 
a fatal objection. The party will scarcely 
dare to run a candidate like Bayard, of 
anti-Union antecedents, though he is the 
man they would naturally turn to if he 
were regarded as an available candidate. 
Last year’s election in Ohio disposed of 
Thurman and Ewing at one blow. Hendricks 
is no longer sertously considered as a candi- 
date, for various good reasons which ft is 
not necessary to recount. Then there are a 
score or more of comparatively obscure men 
like Jewett, Payie, Groesbeck, Morrison, 
English, and Randolph, who are looked 
upon only as a forlorn hope. Thus all is 
chaos in the Democratic camp. ! 

It it be assumed that the Democratic party, 
after going through the most desperate 
throes of parturition, shall at last be de- 
livered of a candidate who will not excite 
any active antagonism in the party, then the 
managers will be confronted with dreadful 
obstacles in the way of making up a plat- 
form. They have no strong National issues 
to seize upon, They stand {upon State-su- 
premacy ground, but they will hardly dare 
to proclaim it as the basis of a Presidential 
campaign after having failed to vindicate it 
in a four-years’ war. There is no Green- 
back sentiment for them te propitiate, for 
silver remonetization and the success of 
the resumption policy have eliminated all 
practical dispute as to the currency. The 
proposed repeal of the National Election laws 
is but one feature of the State-supremacy 
policy, and the experience which the Demo- 
crats had with this issue after the extra ses- 
sion of last summer has not encouraged them 
to make it prominent in any future ap~al 
for popular votes. The records of the p es- 
ent Congress will not furnish any guarantee 
of Democratic capacity to commend the party 
to the confidence of the people. The Demo- 
crats have no past within the experience of 
the great mass od the present voters which 
they can summon to their ald with pride or 
effect. They are in great trouble to find a 
suitable candidate but even if they should 
settle their difficulties in this respect they 
will be in a still worse plight to agree upon 
any basis for convincing the people that their 
party should be intrusted with supreme con- 
trol of all branches of the Government. 

The Democrats will find the campaign of 
1880 much more serious work in any event 
than was that of 1876. The North is now 
fully warned of the attitude of the “ Solid 
South,”—a warning that had not deen im- 
pressed upon the country four years ago in a 
party bearing to the same extent as now. 
Since the Southern States have virtually de- 
clared that the Republican candidate shall 
not receive a single Electoral vote from that 
whole section, the North will put forth addi- 
tional efforts to protect itself from the menace 
of aggressive sectionalism. ; 

Four years ago the campaign followed the 
exposure of shameful scandals and serious 
abuses under a Republican Administration, 
which the Republicans could net defend and 
found it difficult to explain. The campaign 
this year will follow a Republican Adminis 
tration which has been singularly free from 
official scandals, which has made far more 
progress in-Civil-Service reform than any of 
its predecessors, and which has commended 
itself to the average public sentiment by its 
respectable conservative management of Na- 
tional affairs and the triumph of the re- 
sumption policy. |

Four years ago the curre igsue was 
conspicuous, and the Democrats had the 
sympathy and support of that large class of 
voters who were ig favor of repealing the 
Resumption law and flooding the country 
with irredeemable scrip in order to relieve 
their pressing necessities, This year there is 
an abundant supply of money—old, 
silver, and bank-notes—of 
uniform value. The soft-money Repub- 
licans have deserted the strange gods 
they were running after and returned to 
their own party, and there is no faction of 
Gyeenbackers or Fiatists whom the Demo- 
erats can hope to conelliate that will do 
them any good, Finally, four years ago the 
country was in the very worst stage of the 
hard times,—the most dangerous of all con- 
ditions for the party in power. There was a 
general feeling that a change of party might 
in some unexplained way bring relief 
to the universd] financial depression, and 
that in any case matters could not 
be more egaravated. All this was peculiarly 
favorable to the Democratic pretensions in 
1876, and undoubtedly swelled the vote which 
Mr. Tilden received enormously. This year, 
however, the business sentiment of the coun- 
try is satisfied with things as they are, and 
dreads a change, Money is plenty, specula 
tion is active, prices are booming, wages are 
good, the factories are running on full time, 
railroad building exeeeds all precedent, 
merchants are busy, the mining, transporta- 
tion, agricultural, and industrial interests are 
all thriving,—and the proffer of a change in 
parties, which is all the Democrats can hold 
out to the country, is the very worst promise 
they could possfhly make. 

Altogether, the Democratic managers will 
be put to their wits’ end, first to settle their 
own family troubles, and then, if they suc- 
ceed in doing that, to convince the American 
people that there is any sufficient reason for 
experimenting with their doubtful capacity 
for governing the country.

THE SUNDAY LAW IN LOUISVILLE. 

The farce which has been going on in 
Louisville during the past two or three days 
shows that the enforcement of the new Sun- 
day laws has reached the reductio ad ab- 


surdum. The teetotal people and other 


strict Sabbatarians having broughta pressure 
to bear upon the Mayor for the purpose of in- 
ducing him to enforce the new stringent 
Sunday law, that funetionary took the law as 
he found it, and enforced it to the letter. As 
the law forbids any work or service what- 
ever on Sunday for whieh pay is received, 
except in the case of Israelites who observe 
Saturday as their Sabbath, his police made a 
very. comprehensive and motley sweep of 
vietims, embracing delegations from every 
class in society. The list, as printed in the 
papers of that city. isa curious one. It in- 
cludes saloonkeepers, brewers, milkmen, 
express and dray drivers, restaurant 
and hotel keepers, hackmen,  horse- 
car employés, livery-stable men, publishers 
of newspapers and printers, druggists, 
newsboys, bootblacks, barbers, tobacco- 
dealers, retail butchers, family grocers, cof- 
fee-house keepers, innumerable shopkeep- 
ers, organists, sextons, choirs, and ministers, 
all of whom were working for pay, and all of 
whom consequently were violating the Sun- 
day law, and technically amenable to its penal- 
ties. If the law had been carried out to its 
fullest extent, it would have invaded almost 
every family, and swept the servants inte 
drag-net, and every man employed in pu 
conveyances that took people to church. 

Of course the whole thing is impracticable, 
but it is none the less legal, and every one of 
the crowd,gminister or saloonkeeper, is tech- 
nically Habe under the law as it stands; but 
at the same time, practically, the law has not 
been enforced, because it would bea still 
greater farce to punish the offenders, and a 
farce which would not be endured by the 
community which makes the laws. What- 
ever views may be entertained of the 
even-handed and impartial conduct of 
the Mayor will de immaterial; it 
has at least shown that the law 
is a brutum fulmen, and as such it will 
have to be annulled and something else sub- 
stituted in its place. dt has shown, first, the 
utter folly of enacting legislation not suited 
to the organization, habits, and dgily life of 
large cities; and, second, the equal folly of 
trying to enforce so-called Sunday legisla 
tion as it now stands. 

The Supreme Court of Indiana has just 
delivered an important decision which bears 
upon this very point, The appellant, Mr. 
Sidney A. Carver, was convicted in the 
lower Courts of desecrating the Sabbath by 
selling two cigars from.a hotel to one 
Stagg. The indictment was based upon a 
statute forbidding all sorts of avocations 
“works of charity and of necessity only ex- 
cepted,” on the Sabbath. The Court, 
after reviewing the evidence, found 
that as keeping a hotel on Sunday 
in the same way that it is kept on a 
week day is not unlawful, “it follows that if 
ahotel keeps a cigar stand, which is a part 
of its establishment, from which it sells 
cigars to its guests, boarders, and customers 
on a week day, to sell cigars from the same 
Stand in the same way on Sunday is not un- 
lawful,” Indeed,“ says the Court, “ we 
see no difference legally between the act of 
selling a cigar under such circumstances 
and the act of furnishing a cup of tea or 
coffee, a meal of victuals, or supplying any 
other daily want to a customer, on Sunday, 
for pay.“ 

In the course of the decision there are two 
points made by the Court which have a di- 
rect bearing upon all Sunday legislation. 
The first of these, a definition of the inher- 
ent qualities and conditions of laws, is as 
follows:

The Indiana Court, in laying. down these 
bread principles, has at the very 
root of the Sunday leg and indicates 
that there is a medium which may be 
pursued with profit, and which will commend 
itself to all classes of the community except 
the utterly vicious ami depraved, whose 
wishes should never be taken into account. 
There are certain avecations and en-

ought to de suppressed, not only 
on Sunday, but every other day. There are 
others which annoy and discomfort the pub- 
lic, and these should be suppressed on every 
day of the week, and if that be not

The one is almost ag offensive as the other.

THE RAILROAD ORDINANCE. 

The City Council on Monday evening passed 
with great unanimity the new ordinance grant- 
ing to the Western Indiana Railway Company 
(and which teally includes the Grand Trunk 
and Wabash Roads) the right of way into 
the city as far north as Harrison street, the 
route north of Twelfth street including all 
the space between Third and Fourth avenues, 
and covering the land once condemned for 
the opening of Dearborn street. The new 
ordinance is supposed to have been formed 
80 as to avoid the legal objections found in 
the first one by the Appellate Court. The 
first ordinance granted the right of way to 
Van Buren street, and the new one limits it 
to Harrison street. Upon the final vote in the 
Council the only Aldermen voting against it 
were the four representatives of the First 
and Second Wards. 


In an article on this subject, published in 


THE TRIBUNE on Sunday last, the attention 
of the city authorities was called to the re- 
cent verdict in the ease of Shepard against 
the city, growing out of the condemnation of 
land taken for opening Dearborn street. 
Under the decision in that case, should it be 
affirmed by the Supreme Court, the city will 


be held as having taken the land condemned |. 


for the street opening and responsible to the 
owners for the adjudged value thereof. Tax 
TRIBUNE warned the Council that the ver- 
dict in the Shepard case was a notice of 
possible Mability on the part of the city, 
and that in granting this right of 
way over that same land the city 
should protect itself against future 
responsibility. Assuming that the Mayor 
and legal officers of the city, as well as the 
Council, must have found anufficient protec- 
tion in the ordinance as framed to keep the 
city harmless in the future, we further as- 
sume that all possible claim against the city 
for the $1,000,000 damages awarded to the 
property bas been accepted by the Rallway 
Company. 

There has been a strenuous effort made to 
prevent this railway coming north of Twelfth 
street, and strong appeals have been made 
by owners of property on Clark and State 
streets to have it stopped at Twelfth 
street. However strongly personal inter- 
ests may be urged against the encroach- 
ments of public improvements and the de- 
mands of trade and commerce, still private 
interests must in such cases yield. 
The admission of another trunk line to the 
city, opening up a new and extended system 
of communication with the Eastern States 
and Canada, is a matter affecting the business 
and prosperity of the whole city, and adding 
to the value of all propertyin all parts of 
Chicago. The addition of another great 
trunk road to the rail communications of the 
city has a value which can hardly be com- 
puted. It will give employment directly and 
indirectly to thousands of men, furnishing 
support to thousands of families, and giving 
additional impetus to countless occupations. 
It will bring to the city many additional 
millions of property to be sold; and will take 
away in return as many millions of other 
property in exchange. The effects of such 
an addition to our rall facilities will be felt 
all over the city by persons in every walk of 
life and occupation, 

The locality covered by this right of way 
had practically ceased to be adapted to pri- 
vate residences. The peculiar occupations 
and habits of the population that had infested 
a large portion of some of the streets had, 
destroyed those localities for respectable 
residences. The neighborhood was in that 
transition state when to be useful and profit- 
able, and at the same time respectable, it was 
to be occupied by factories, stables, or rail- 
road warehouses. Sooner or later the re- 
spectable people would be driven out by the 
change of business, and the other class by 
sense of public decency, | 

The franchise granted by the city can only 
extend to the use of the streets, and the Com- 
pany must of necessity pay for whatever 
land they may desire, and pay for it before 
taking possession. For this, considering the 
value of the franchise, they should be made, 
and doubtless will pay the full value. 
The owners of the property, in the 
end, may find that the enforced sale 
of these lots in a decaying locality will be 
to their advantage. With this money they 
can invest elsewhere, in neighborhoods with 
an ascending instead a falling value. 
The tenant residents, however disagreeable 
it may be to have to move elsewhere, will 
probably find that the change will not be a 
calamity or injury, but a pecuniary as well 
as moral benefit. The place is no longer 
adapted to residences, and other districts, 


and associations. In time the change will 
be found better for property-owners and ten- 
ants, and, if the ordinance has been so 
framed that public and private interests have 
been securely guarded, the admission of this 
road will prove a great bénefit to all con-

deaf, although he studiously attempts to con- 
ceal that fact, from over-sensitiveness. The 
engineer, ndmed He iman, rang the bell and 
blew the whistle when some distance away, but 
Mr. Hjortsberg remained unconscious of the ap- 
proach of the train, walking along appar- 
ently preoccupied. The pilot of the engine 
struck him on the right side, thro him 
from the east side of the track through air 
for several feet, landing him in the ditch on the 
west side.
